Before a thoroughly representative 
and keenly>appreclative audience that 
filled the Convocation Hall and 
crowded the adJolnInK corridor aa 
never before. Principal Sir Arthur 
Currlo delivered the Inaugural Ad- 
dresa jreaterday afternoon. Ac a 
prelude to the address, "Land of Hope 
and Glory" was rendered. At the 
conclusion of^thc song. In which the 
student-body Joined in chorus, Sir 
Arthur rone amid hearty and tlnccrr 
cheers and addressed the assembly. 

"From the earliest daya of our 
Alma Mater'a history it haa been cut" 
tomary for the Principal to meet early 
in the session tho students and to 
speak to them of mailers of common 
concern. It has alto become a tra- 
dition to observe in some formal 
manner what Is known as Pounder's 
Day— (^ctober 6tb— the date of the 
birthday of that far-aeelng, generous 
and educated gentleman, to whom this 
college owes its birth and whote 
name shall ever be connected with 
its' endeavors— the Hon. James Mc- 
Gill. 

The mention of that name suggests 
to nie that I might with propriety 
give you a few facta relntinr; to the 
history and progreis of the Univer- 
sity, without which no student can 
become a thorough .McGllllan. He 
must know something of its growth 
and its development, its vicisslttides 
and iti> triumphs, It.s faiUiros and its 
successes. He sho.ild know what 
Ihc student body of McGill owes to 
Its founder, to Sir William Dawson 
and his worthy aucce&aor. Sir William 
Peterson, to the Molsons and the Red- 
patbi,'* (9 the Strathconas and the 
Miâddaàldk, and to mdny others 
wbosè Reneroslty and (.ense of duty 
have provided the buildings, the ap- 
pUancea and the staff without which 
McGill could not have reached the 
status of a leading and progressive 
Unlverflllx, „ 

'briefly*" then, tho Charter of the 
College dates from the year 1821, so 
that next year it will be a century 
old, making it, as things go in this 
country, a venerable institution, and 
giving it surely some vested rights 
In the Intellectual life of our country. 

Owing to the protracted litigation, 
the property bequeathed by .Mr. Mc- 
Gill— some 46 acres of land with the 
dwelling house and other buildings 
thereon and a sum of £10,000— did 



not come into the possession of the 
Governors ilntiU1829. On the 29th 
of June that yei^'the University was 
formally opened <in the old residence 
of the founder. * The Faculty of .Me- 
dicine was the firat to ho c-onEtltuled 
and a little latm* there was set up 
the Faculty of ^'rts with a Principal 
and throe professors. 

Wo road that the record of the 
first thirty years of the Unlversity't 
p.xlstcnco wâs an uubruken tale of 
financial embarrassments and admi- 
nistrative diffictiltlos. Finally in 
1862, nearly seventy years ago, tbo 
charter found cumbersome and un- 
wieldy was amended, following which 
an' era of more rapid progreHK began. 
In 1S55 Sir Willlaiu Dawson ansunicd 
the Principalship, and ever will his 
name be reyorred by all who camo 
under hi£' influence. He found on 
arrival that the teaching staff con- 
sisted of three faqultles —'Medicine, 
Art sand liSw. The foYiner, the old- 
est and most prosperbiisi had two pro- 
fessort and' a jleroonstrator. Arts 
had fiior proteasora and a lecturer. 
Law had two professors and two lec- 
turers. There are now over 95 pro- 
fessorb and ssslstuntK in Medicine, 
50 professors ancl assistants in Arts, 
while 14 prof^surs and assltantH 
give instruction In Law. 

Sir Wlliam fiaçèd a student body of 
about 7j0 in I855f Last year the en- 
rollment was 2483, not counting those 
attending the Theological CollPKei! 
affiliated with the University, nor tho 
109 who attended In the Department 
of Social Service. 

The revenue in 1855 wds but a few 
thousaiids per annuiti. Last year the 
revenue' had'^ï<WoK«'ir"^^n'gKtly ' over' a 
million dollars, and only u few- days 
ago the Board of Governors author- 
ized an . additional expenditure of u 
quarter of a million dollars, though 
It is only fair to state that this in- 
crease anticipates the response which 
in confidently expected will bo the 
result of the appeal to be made In 
the near future for additional fundr.. 

Sir William Dawson, who was ono 
of^the most eminent scientists of his 
day .eKtabllshed' a course In Knglh- 
cering under the Faculty of Arts 
about 1857, amplifying this into a 
DoparUnent of Practical Science In 
1871, and finally In 1878 organized 
the Faculty of Applied Science. 

When be came to McGill he found 



no library, neither wa.s there a Mu- j 
.leum, and for his own lectureK in i 
Natural Science he had to mr lils 
private collection and specimens loan- 
ed by the Natural History Society. 
Durig the year 1893, In which falling 
health forced him to lay down the 
rcint of government, tho ' Hedpath 
Library was opened with 35,000 books 
on the shelves. To-day Ihore are for 
your use 166,000 books, 25,000 pamph- 
lets and 325 complete files of periodi- 
cals. 

It was during Sir William Dawson's 

regime that the .McGill Normal School 
was estubllHhed, thus adding to the 
University's Influence and bringing 
It into closed toiich wi(b the every 
day life of the Province. Ho was 
Instrumental in throwing open tho 
doors of the College to women. In 
furthering the University extension 
moveniont, and In forming tho first 
Graduates' Society, a movement not 
yet fully developed and one capable 
of being a most powerful influence 
for good to the University. 

In 1893 Sir Willlnni Dawson resign- 
ed. I wish 1 could have known hlni, 
for the little I have read o fhis life 
and achievements tells mo that ho 
must have inspired all those with 
whom he came Into contact. His 
farsightedness, his singleness of pur- 
pose, his untiring Industry, his un- 
varying opilnilsni, hif simple and 
I God-fearing life, have left an impresB 
Ion McGIl Ifor all tinte. 

He was succeeded In tho Principal- 
ship by Sir William Peterson, a man 
of otitslandlnR Rcholnrly attainments, 
of wonderful oniliuslai-in, of largo 
sympathies and wide views, wo do- 
i voted to McCill and to the future 
welfare of nritlsh Interests that 
under the strain of the War and its 
aftennnth, his health unfortunately 
save way and McGill once more iott 
a brilliant leader. 

Under Sir William Peterson the 
University made a rapid progress and 
continued' to. hold lt8xProuif>iK»pltlon 
among the Universities of the world. 
During his regime tho School of Com- 
i nierce was added to the Arts depnrt- 
I ment, the Department .of Dentistry 
I was constituted, the Royal Victoria 
! College was opened in' 1899 and the 
I Conservatorlum of Music In 1904. 
i The Faculty of Ai;rlcuUiire was es- 
I tabllshed in IfiOT and f.upervlRe.i na 
wd! ilie School of Ilouseliold ^-icnco 
and tho School f( r Teachers. I'l'.o 
Department of Social Service and of 
T'l0>icul Education, the School for 
Graduate Nurses, havn also bàcn of- 
KanlnMl îina are (hnnK excellent work. 

So from tho be-^inning of Sir Wil- 
liam Dawson's Principalship until the

To 
those who hcflrd Sir Arthur Currle's inaugural address there can be 
little doubt of this, for sluggish indeed is the man who went away 
frpra the convocatim-hall yesterday without feeling that now McGill 
his attained unity of heart, and. come cloud or storm, her future is 
safe «nd destined to be still more glorious under her new leader. We 
' were in need of .something which we lacked, and we knew nst what it 
was.' We were without a pilot; but it more than tliat. There was 
something wrong with u? ourselves. We were looking for something 
we could not find because wo did not know what we needed. But we 
grein i^nsrance no longer.- The great gap has been filled and with 
tné Bttajinmcnt of our need wc arc conscious of ourselves, McGill 
is np longer a great conglomeration of 'students but a living person- 
ality. personality which is conscious sf itself; which feels that it 
expresses a corporate reality; a personality moreover which at last is 
l4irobbing with life and is charged with the driving force of the emo- 
tion of a great ideal. Wc have in fact gained^qioro than an adminis- 
trative head, more than a pilât, more even than a, leader. We have, 
at last, among us the kind of man who has always leJ the world in 
the path of social progress — the practical idealist, the great man cap- 
able not only of high things himself, but with such- an abundance of 
the peculiar essence which produces such things within him, that it 
unconsciously overflows from his personality and inspires similar 
achievements in those About, )iim, „ . ' • 

- There have hccn thosc among us wHo would laugh at idealism in 
;«ny form and would have us bring all our human activities to the 
scientific level. We can only remark that we did not hear them 
laughing yesterday. The cynics were put to rcyt. They were up 
against one vho had tried the strength of his ideals as by fire and had 
not found them wanting. They carried him and many more through 
jcean oL trial and they held until viclory was ours, JWore than that 
they were made sacred by those with whom we dare not break faith. 
Peace, we. fear, has caused many to forget, nay more, to disparage, the 
ideals for which so much was sacrificed, but McGill car • - - Inorc 
forget. Was it not a McGill man who said, • 
"If ye break faith with us who died 
We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders fields." . * 
The new principal of McGill 'will never allow the studcni^ of this 
university to forget the debt which they owe to others, and the heavy 
.^-responsibility which i$> theirs to carry onMhe torch, snatched from 
failing hands, through the long years of peace. 

We will not conceal the doubts which we possessed. There were 
many, who obviously knew little of Sir Arthur Currie, who feared that 
he might not understand the essential meaning, of a university; that 
the ^questions of finance and equipment might- too fully engage his 
timç and thought. We need haye-had no frtirs, for Sir Arthur has 
expressed in the most carefully considered words, which ring with all 
, thè true value of sincerity, the innermost and deepest conception of 
the meaning of a university. It is not the buildings, the equipment, 
the administrative staff or the professoriate, but "they with you and 
» the spirit animating your association together constitutes the univer- 
iitYtt This section of Sir Arthur's address should be published under 
««pirate cover and given ttf evéry- student. • %et us keep it beside us 
and reread it. Perhaps it will help us to do more for McGill than we 
otherwise considered possible. Sir Arthur's appeal to the students 
is expressed in Canada's cry to the Upiversities, "God send us forth 
men." The students of McGill can answer "With such a man to lead 
us, we will do our best." < ic. ^i^ji

While the nuroher of collège gra- 
duates is' sthali, the great majority of 

men who attain distinction of any 
kind, comes from ihU «mail group.

They dropped out one by 
one. Ten out of this hundred kept 
on to the High School, the other DU 
had to be content with an elementary 
education. Of that UO tbe great ma- 
jority went to school only five' years 
oui of a possible cli;ht. I do not 
claim that these figures Indicate t 
satisfactory state of affairt-. They 
do not, but we must start to-day troir 
whore we are to-day. The facts i 
jltlVe related placf a vetjr lteàvy i'c;' 
sponsibllity on every one of you, an 
obligation to make the besl possible 
use ot your time uud your imcr^'.> . 
your opportunitte» and your piivi- 
legaa. 

Now what should be your chief .iIm' 
here. Although I said that i wunied 
you lo bo happy here und to euj(,v 
yourselves, the chief aim of an uni- 
versity training.is not tbat you should 
b'aVé ri'om three to six years- holiday 
in athletic? and ftoi:lal life. Nor iï 
It thai you should icnrn to share in 
und enjoy the life of culture und lei- 
sure; nor 1^ it that you should ai 
quire such special skill tbat you con 
go nut and earn a big salary as u 
surgeon, or u corporation lawyer, or 
an engineer, or en^-nge .'Uecessfullv 
III buHlnesH, thuii aciiuiriiig niutori;il 
wnalth und the ubillty to live a life 
ot luxury and case. While these arc 
all elenienta in the situation, and I 
ant sure I wish every one of you auc- 
ccfs and prosperity. It seems to nie 
th:it the chlitr aim of university edu- 
cation is to prepare you to licrve your 
i'mintry and to help your fellow man 
so tbat uome day every Canadian boy 
and girl shall be able to enjoy what 
you enjoy and be able, to serve as 
efficiently as you arc able to serve. 
Let nic here quote the words of an 
eminent writer -"I know no more 
animating thouRht for a young man 
entering life and conEcious ot power 
than the reflection that be is not liv- 
ing for business àlone, but tli^t all 
his strivings after excellence and 
after a higher life are distinct, even 
though humble, contributions to the 
improvement ot tho race to which ho 
belongs. Every truth he learns, 
every Lweet and graceful image which 
a poet may have Iielped him to har- 
bour In his heart, evçry piece of good 
work he achieves, does something to 
alter for the better the conditions of 
life tor those with whom ho comes 
In "contact., it helps to make the 
path of duty and of honorable ambi- 
tion easier, safer, more' accesiible. 
more attractive to all who come after 
bin). And perchance It may enable 
some of them to say years hence, 'We 
are grateful for his memory. ThU 
world la a better world for us to live 
because he lived In it.' "

Thank Ood! If when T quit. my ser- 
vice at McGill I could say, no useless

For the thlrty-flrsl oocivalou In Ihr 
history ot the Unlversllv. the little 
red compendium of colleg-> informa- 
tion, known as the McQllI Handbook, 
or Freshman's Bible, has again been 
published. The booklet, as la gener- 
ally known, is Issued and edited by 
the McGill Y.M.C.A., who take it 
upon their shoulders to accept tha 
financial responsibilities connected 
w'^lth (he publication, and regulate its 
sale. Kacb year, as surely aa the 
opening of the college session, the 
Handbook makes a faithful and help 
tul appearance: each year, a tort- 
night after its appearance, it Is 
unobtainable, for it is neoeasariiy 
ssued in a very limited number of 
copies. This session, the total num 
ber to be placed on sale Is one thou 
sand. The number of students at 
the University, though as yet but 
indefinitely known, will be in the 
neighborhood of three thousand 
Therefore, only one student out nf 
every three can be the possessor ut 
no booklet for 1020-21. 

With a very modest start in the 
year 1800, when the imperative need 
for such a publication In the Uni- 
versity became apparent, the bouklol 
has had an annual growth In lin 
portance and contents. The Initia 
publication was very brief and scant 
in details. This year the booklet 
contains 124 pages of concentrat<^d 
college Information. From a clasj 
time-table, right In the front of the 
contents, to directions for sending a 
wire back home tor financial rein 
forcements, the Handbook has tU 
Information all college men, espcci 
ally newcomers, find themselves in 
need ot. The college yells, songs and 
the yells ot our stater-collegos, thtî 
history of our University, the diary 
for' the session, with the holiday; 
Indicated, the many clubs, with thair 
executives and details of their activl 
ties, college literary organs, sectional 
organizations, frats, and a thousand 
other such items conatltute tbe con- 
tents' of the Haddbook. 

That the sale is limited Is ex- 
plained by tbe tact that tbe actual 
cost of each booklet is approximately 
eevenly cents, while tho issue-price 
to men of the University is but a 
quarter, twepty-flve cents. The 
difference, thanks to tbe college 
ylM.l!,A.'8 efforts, 1» made up by the 
advertisers. Its purpose Is entirely 
dno of service, not ot profit: no 
money is made by the Association in 
issuing the publication — that is not 
Intended. T^lcal of things that 
come from Strathcona Hall, tbe Hand- 
book* is Issued for the good It does 
and for the welfare and pleasure ot 
McGill men. It has been a 'commofi 
occurrence in tbe past to see some of 
th^more verdant element in the Utai- 
verslty standing on such places as
